Taese simple suggestions, if fol. 
lowed by everycne in the family, wil 
make your hore safe from fire. 

Put lighted matches and smoke: 
out before you throw them away 
Keep matches where small childrer 
‘aanot reach them. Never smoke in 
the garage, bern, or attic, nor in bed. 

Remove rubbish, waste papers and 
all unnecessary combustible mate 
rials. Provide metal ash and trash 
cans. Burn rubbish only in a safely 
covered brick or metal incinerator. 
Waten the fire. 

Examine all stoves, furnaces, and 
smoke pipes to mne eure they are 
safe and well away from rk 
or other burnable materials. Hav 
needed repairs made at once. 

Value the advice of your fire chief 
who says that many fires are caused 
by dirty or defective chimneys.

JACK MINER SCORES 


The decision of the United States 
Government to follow the recom- 
mendations of Jack Miner and greatly 
curtail the open season for duck 
shooting, is a real feather in the cap 
of Ontario’s famous nature: over. 

The wholesale slaughter of these 
game birds in certain sections of the 
United States during recent years, 
as caused genuine alarm among Am- 
erican sportsmen, and it was recog- 
nized that unless some effective stops 
were taken to deal with the situation, 
the time was not far off when wild 
ducks might become as extfuct 


The knowledge ang experience of 
Jack Miner were recalled by many

“Three times thou shalt keep a 
feast unto Me in the year. Thou shalt 
keep the feast of unleavened bread 
(seven days) and the feast of 
harvest, the first fruits of thy la- 
bours which thou hast sown in the 
field, and the feast of ingathering 
which is in the end of the year, when 
thou hast gathered in thy labours out 
of the field. Three times in the year, 
all the males shall appear before the 
Lord God.“ 

In ancient Britain the Druids cele- 
brateg their thanksgiving for harvest 
on the first of November, and in later
